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Housing Strike Win 


The San Francisco Housing Authority has capitulated, 
unofficially, to the Hunters Point Tenant Union, Except for 
technicalities, the rent strike has come to a successful end, 

RIGHT TO STRIKE — REHABILITATION 

Among the recently won points by the tenants in Hunters 
Point was the right to carry on a rent strike for the purpose 
of making needed repairs. 

But the greatest single achievement was the better that 
a quarter of a million dollars that isnow in the city approved 
budget (more still needed of course) for needed rehabilita- 
tion work on the temporary buildings in the so-called 
*‘core’’ area of the projects. 

‘The Tenant Union has long fought for rehabilitation of 
the World War II buildings to bring them up to some decent 
livable standard. Along those lines they endorsed the Interim 
Rehabilitation Study For Temporary Wartime Housing. In 
the Center Core Area At Hunters Point. This study, prepared 
for the Bayview-Hunters Point Non-Profit Community Devel- 
opment Corporation by Bay Group Associates lists items of 
work that can be done in certain basic priority that will 
- economically rehabilitate the buildings in question. 

Resident and tenant officials point out that as long as the 
units are inhabited there is an “imperative need’ to bring 
them up to some livable standard within reason. 

“UNKEPT PROMISE”? —‘*A STALL”? 

On other rent strike fronts all is not quite so well in 
San Francisco. The San Francisco Tenant Issue Council 
(STIC), which spent much time in an attempt to meet with 
the mayor had been thereafter promised a meeting with the

Housing Commission at which time their grievance could be 
worked out. But at the long awaited meeting no commis- 
sioner showed up, only the housing administrator and one 
of his assistants, : 

“They are merely attempting to pull a stall and trying 
to confuse the whole issue,’? was the analysis of one STIC 
member. ‘‘We were promised a meeting with the Com- 
mission,’’ 

The resultant outcome has, it seems, only led to disap- 
pointment for STIC. 
HOUSING OPERATION 

Other questions are still being asked by many tenants 
as to what they call “inconsistencies”? in certain housing 
operations, promises to tenant groups, and so on, As a re- 
sult of the failure of aconfrontation betweenSTIC and housing 
these and other questions have come to light. 

“*By ‘inconsistencies’ we mean that in one place they 
say and do one thing, yet elsewhere it’s all different.’? One 
example given was the methods used to close down the so- 
called relinquished housing, 

As with the Hunters Point temporary housing, intimida- 
tion of tenants to move in order that buildings might be torn 
down has been brought up and also denied by housing officials. 
Yet reports still exist. For instance in the Wisconsin and 
Carolina projects on Potrero Hill.

Every regular weekday during the school year between 
7:30 a.m. or earlier and for about an hour or more Hunters 
Point youth can be seen walking to school on the hill or 
taking a bus to another school further out. By 9 a.m. or 
sometime thereafter the scene is almost tranquill, except 
for the tiny voices of pre-schoolers between the crowded 
buildings. 

But now and then, if you look, a person can discover 
some not-so-young people who are obviously not in school. 
The answer is not as easy as some might think, If they were 
sick, why were some sick so often? If others were ditching 
school, why did they stick so close to their apartment homes? 

What is going on? These questions plagued one com- 
munity worker. And this is what she found: 

Between the ages of eight years and fourteen there are 
at least, in one area of sampling, 42 young persons who have 
seen, at best, little or no school. These are the hardcore 
members of a babysitting corps of mainly young girls whose 
parent or parents must work. The older members of this 
hardcore have been fortunate in having some prior educa- 
tion, sometimes before coming to Hunters Point. Butas more 
children came into the family, or one parent left, or eco- 
nomics required that both work, one youth in tif family, 
usually the oldest, had to stay at home and care, as best they 
can for the other kids. 

Often families have been able to rotate some of their 
school-age children, but no figure of these has been found, 
but according to our sources these youth would triple the 
figures of babysitters out of school day-in and day-out. 

Such conditions are not unusual in a ghetto, nor are 
they uncommon to the poor. 

Some cynics have already remarked that these youth 
are not really missing much, at least in terms of the present 

_ setup in the San Francisco school system with its segregated 


~ schools and the like, All are quick to come to the defense 


of the parents involved. Their belief being that their actions 
are not so much wrong as just simple ‘‘necessity’?’,

SAN FRANCISCO—The Bay Area Regional Office of the 
Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee was raided in 
the early hours last Monday morning by unknown parties, 
The office at 449 14th Street houses the SNCC office and the 
national office of THE MOVEMENT, the West Coast monthly 
newspaper affiliated with SNCC, 

The raiders entered by an outside window and broke the 
lock on a door in order to enter the office. They stole the 
subscription list of the newspaper and escaped with con- 
fidential files containing SNCC reports and correspondence, 
During the raid they strewed the address stencils of THE’ 
MOVEMENT over the floor, Also taken was a list of inter- 
national contacts and the names and addresses of persons 
working for SNCC and THE MOVEMENT in the Bay Area. 

On the previous Friday, two volunteers for a church 
group with offices in the same building reported that a 
‘«middle-aged man’’ had tried to enter the building through 
a Window. Their screams drove him off, 

‘eWe are sure,’’? said Terence Cannon, Field Secretary 
for SNCC and an editor of THE MOVEMENT, ‘‘that the same 
person waited until Sunday evening, when no one was around, 
to enter and raid our offices,’’ 

“SNCC has come under extreme attack. from the FBI 
and the House Armed Services Committee for its opposition 
to the Vietnamese War,’? Cannon explained, ‘‘Rep, Mendel 
Rivers wants to do away with the First Amendment in. order 
to put Stokely Carmichael in jail. J, Edgar. Hoover is trying 
to link us with so-called insurrectionary groups, This climate 
of oppression has led directly to this raid, It was clearly 
carried out by persons who want to know who we are, fear 
what we are doing, and wish to intimidate who we know.’?

Planned Parenthood 


‘625% of the children of America are from poor families 
whose income is $3,000 a year or less, and a large portion 
of the children are of Negro extraction,” stated Byron Rumford 
in his address before delegates to a recent conference on 
Planned Parenthood— World Population. 

‘California figures indicate,” he continued, ‘‘that 67%of 
the persons living in economically depressed areas are 
Caucasians and only 27% Negro. In addition, a survey in 
the Bay Area indicates that in low income areas the average 
family size was 4.2 children and the stated preference was 
for families of 2.8 children.” 

Stating that most of the social problems which confront 
us today are the result of poverty, density, over-crowding and 
the inability of the ghetto parent to provide the means for a 
decent family life, Mr. Rumford commended Planned Parent- 
hood for its work in the community both in providing services 
to families, and in working with government agencies to pro- 
vide assistance in the field of family planning. 

He concluded, ‘‘We pay tribute to Planned Parenthood 
for the position it has pioneered for half a century...for 
removing the veil of hypocracy which has too long protected 
the face of truth and reason.’’

What do you think would help to solve the problems we 
have now? 

ADAM: The problems we now have, only the federal 
government can now help us, The state could make it better 
for us, but they would have to spend too much money, and 
they don’t have it according to our governor, he is saving 
now on everything impossible, 

How can possible trouble this summer be averted 
(stopped)? 

ADAM: To hire people on the police force from the 
district and place them out here, Guys around 21 to 25 
that everybody knows, Guys with recordsand so on, otherwise 
it is going to be hard, I only hope that everyone will think for 
themselves and not be led by anyone else, Because if there is 
a riot and they declare martial law, believe me, it will be 
hard! For when soldiers are called to fight in America, it 
is a shame and a disgrace, because you are then the enemy 
in your own country, Stop listening to that stuff that we don’t 
have a country, we have a country, America, because if we 
didn’t we could be deported once we got into trouble. Have 
you ever heard of a ‘‘Negro” being deported? 

Who is to blame for all the lack of youth jobs, recreation 


and so on? 

ADAM: Who is to blame, it is hard to say. City officials 
will always shift the buck and say, “I can’t do it, it’s not up 
to me, we don’t have the money.’”? The mayor can take most 
of the blame, and the supervisors can take the rest, Take 
your choice, For instance, we have been asking the Mayor 
for quite some time for a swimming pool in the area, Ever 
since we can remember, 

What should be done about those in charge who won’t do 
anything to solve these problems? 

ADAM: People should really get together and demand 
the Mayor get on his job, The youths themselves should con- 
centrate this summer on how to do it legally instead of 
otherwise. I believe they can do this iftheir parents help too, 

What’s the situation like right now? 

ADAM: The Situation is too hard to tell now. 

What do you think is going to happen this summer? 

ADAM: This is going to be a long summer, as far as IT 
can see, But | think if we get together we can prevent a riot 
in Hunters Point. If we can just work together, Other dis- 
tricts I can’t say, it?s up to the older, and younger, people 
in the district. 


IN THE LAND OF THE FREE 
No Right To Complain? 


On a Tuesday afternoon a San Francisco Municipal Judge, 
in the month of May, sentenced a Hunters Point man to six 
months in the county jail for a conviction of resisting arrest. 
The citizen had been acquitted of battery. ; 

Just moments previous his attorney had asked for mercy 
and cited the fact that the gentleman was the father of three 
children whose wife would, if he were to be away for such a 
sentence, have to seek aid to live. 

‘He should have thought of that before he went to that 
party...”’, interrupted the Judge on more than one occasion 
during the attorney’s plea. 

Then finally the defendant stood to hear the sentence. 
In spite of all the arguments for him, the fact that the jury 
acquitted him for an alleged battery and appeared, it seemed, 
to find doubt concerning the fact that this man of slight build 
standing no more than 5’ 4’ couldhave fought with two rather 
large police officers. It also appeared that they were con- 
cerned about his physical injuries, so testified to bya 
prominent San Francisco physician. Physical injuries and an 
alleged beating, testified to by witnesses versus the argu- 
ment that the defendant had collected such a great amount 


of lumps and so on while ‘‘falling down stairs” as the 
prosecutor passingly contended. 

In spite of all this the judge gave him the full six 
months without any mercy. But, it appears, not just for 
‘resisting arrest,’? rather because, as the judge put it, the 
defendant soon after being arrested did file a complaint 
against the arresting officers. 

Those spectators in the court, along with the attorney 
and family were stunned, they could not believe their ears. 
But the judge in this case was very emphatic as to why this 
man was being given the full sentence without mercy. The 
man had filed a complaint of police brutality. 

The whole case itself was strange in more ways than 
one. For instance, after willingly saying they would testify, 
several witnesses, all who had received subpoenas, suddenly 
as a group, so it appeared, were unwilling to attend court 
and testify for their Hunters Point neighbor as to what they 
saw. Their excuses for suddenly refusing to cooperate were 
remarkably similar. Another event was the necessity for the 
defendant to change his phone because’of harassment all 
hours of the day and night. 


CHICAGO TYRANNY 


After renting an apartment in an all-white neighborhood, 
Meredith Gilbert found that his apartment was locked by the 
landlord when he tried to return the next day. Gilbert had 
rented the apartment through a third party. 

Thereafter Gilbert was jailed and fined $300 for damag- 
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ing the lock. He was also ordered to move by the judge on the 
grounds that he had obtained the apartment illegally. During 
his arrest, and then subsequent imprisonment until the money 
was raised he was in such isolation that he was unable to 
obtain legal counsel.

Confessions of a 


Job Seeker 


Ed. Note; The following is the summary of one job seeker 
who after several months did come up with a job, but not 
until he had a story to tell. 


Job hunting seems more like two jobs in one. First, 
there is the salesmanship, selling yourself. And this baby 
just don’t like to sell anything. Then that damn form filling. 
Got so I spent all my free hours soaking my writing-printing 
hand. 


But it ain’t that simple. Hell no! 


Take the case so often of requiring a person be single 
and under 25. Me, I’m over 25, married with a kid. So ’m 
let out there. Even when I asked about this I was told that 
they didn’t pay enough to support my family. But even when 
I explained that then and there I was not even making that 
much, it was nothing doing. That is, for my own good and= 
family, I could not get some jobs. 


Another stumbling block while looking is not to make an 
appointment for a job when you should have a review with 
the unemployment. office while getting those little benefit 
checks. Those stupid bureaucrats just don’t give a damn 
about anything except their coffee breaks and some crappy 
rule book; they are all inhuman! 


Come to think of it, Ihave never got a job through their 
big so-called employment service departments. 


Private employment agencies are a little different, there 
you feel that you are at least a little human, except when 
some dope still calls you ‘‘boy.’’ 


I got to know one private agency cat real good, and he 
told me some trade secrets. For instance, those jobs that 
advertise in the papers and want you to send a resume to 
some box or newspaper. Most of them do that to discriminate. 
They just check out your address, if it is in the wrong 
neighborhood, like Hunters Point, into the trash goes your 
resume, Some agencies discriminate by not ever sending a 
guy out or recommending him to anybody. 


One good thing I did learn was to get a book from the 
library on how to write a. resume. This is important, it 
shows you really mean business and it comes in handy when 
you want to fill out somebody’s application. 


Then there are the tests, and tests, and tests, these are 
just used to discriminate, racial and otherwise! What-the- 
heck they ever were first used for, most employers have 
forgotten. They use them because it’s the “‘right thing to do.’’ 
Being a college grad most of them are compatible, not easy, 
but just compatible. And, if you don’t fail the first batch then 
they can always get more. And if you still don’t fail these, 
they later tell you that you failed the oral test. 


‘tWhat oral test?’ I say. It just seems that somewhere 
during the interview I took one, or something like that. 


One amusing scene was whei I tried to make a job with 
a friend of mine, white but with a beard. I was at the next 
desk also being interviewed when guess what familiar line 
I heard? The same classic crap which has been fed to me for 
being black: ‘‘Now sir,...er, I really don’t how to say this 
...and I am embarrassed...but I’m only doing my job...but 
you see, nothing personal, but the rule is and the big boss 
upstairs frowns on anyone wearing a beard, and by the way, 
some of my best friends...” 


Not all my hunts were failures, I got some offers, but 
sour, sour. Like selling cosmetics and meeting the boss in 
a drive-in parking lot and having to buy the sales book and put 
up money for supplies. Or the scab type jobs where you work 
for pieces of just so many hours a week, but not enough for 
the law to get the employer for minimum wage and all that. 


Then there are the unions. Once I worked, for a week, 
for a guard outfit and had to start joining a union that turned 
out to be something like a company type union, International 
Union of Guards & Watchmen. Watch out for guys like them, 
pay is low and there is no striking, and members don’t go 
to meetings, there are stoolies and ail that. Not a real union. 


Then there are the lilly white crafts and other unions 
that have apprentice programs only for their relatives. If you 
want to mess with them, go ahead, but don’t mind if things 
get scarey and possibly you get bashed.

“Road Side Shows... 


Black Facts 


If the two recent hearings of the U.S, Civil Rights Com- 
mission and the U.S. Senate Sub-Committee on poverty 
did anything they acted as a good diversion for the Bay Area 
community and the golden chance to ‘‘show off? by some 
for visitors. 

A plumbing labor official could have denied all day that 
his union discriminated, but fortunately nobody believed him. 
Yet by direct contrast some very impassioned community 
and civil rights leader’s warning were received with just as 
much disbelief. 

NO COMMITMENT 

One of the most outstanding dialogues of testimony, 
deliberately ignored by the daily press, took place between 
CORE national chairman and San Francisco anti-poverty 
veteran, Wil Ussery and the oftimes bewildered members 
of the Civil Rights Commission. 

‘We just do not have a commitment,” was Ussery’s 
summary to the position of our government in regard to 
the rights and lives of its black citizens. 

“What should we do?” inquired the commission attorney. 

“Take the first plane back to Washington and tell 
them that the country is going to blow up!’ 

WARNING 

Ussery also testified and warned against the use of the 
McCarren Internal Security Act, which in case of a so-called 
national emergency could be used to roundup and purge those 
citizens, especially black, who don’t agree with our govern- 
ment’s present domestic and international policies, 

BOBBY VISITS 

Although three U,S, Senators were present during the 
one day hearings on poverty here in San Francisco, only 
one of the three might as well have been there. The Kennedy 
magic and charm all but over-shadowed what was otherwise 
described as a ‘‘show.” 


Viet War & Poverty 


According to the Washington office of the Friends Com- 
mittee on National Legislation the short term expenditures 
on the Vietnam war could come in handy in solving some of 
the ills of poverty in this country in terms of money that 
is needed, 

Of the $2.5 billion spent in one monthon the war, library 
facilities could be provided for 12 million Americans who 
have none. Plus, eliminating the backlog need for 169,000 
school teachers; 125,000 nurses; and 50,000 doctors by pro- 
viding four years medical or teacher training for 344,000 
young people; and give a college education to the 100,000 
young people who will not be able to enter college this year 
due to a lack of funds. 

HOUSING NEEDS 

Of the $10 billion spent on the war in four months, one 
million of the 4,000,000 dilapidated housing units in this 
country could be’ replaced. 

Of the $21.3 billion that may be sp®nt in the next 8 1/2 
months on the war, 296,000 elementary and secondary class-

Issac Burns Murphy 


Possibly the greatest jockey of the 19th century and all 
time- passed away some seventy years ago. He leaves behind 
an amazing record of 628 winners in 1412 races, a record 
that may never be equalled. 

Isaac, or ‘‘Ike,’? as he was called, is a legend in Ken- 
tucky. For many years some of the most important figures 
in racing have researched every phase of his remarkable 
riding career, which ended at his early death in 1896 at the 
age of 36. 

He rode three Kentucky Derby champions including 
Buchanan in 1884, Riley in 1890 and Kingman in 1891. 
His record of three Derby victories stood for 57 years. 

His father, James Burns, was a slave, and then a free- 
man who died as a militury prisoner in a Confederate prison 
during the Civil War. ; 

Named to the Jockey Halls of Fame at Saratoga and 
Pimlico he also won four American Derbies, five Latonia 
Derbies and four Clark Stakes. 

Murphy was one of the most admired and best-liked 


riders of his day, he combined his exceptional skill with 


exceptional fidelity, honésty and modesty. He would ride 
regardless of the horse or wealth of the owner, even at the 
peak of his career, and was called the ‘‘poor owner’s friend.”

BACK OF THE RICKSHAW? 
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Official City Segregation 


Since the inception of the San Francisco Housing Author- 
ity, the City of San Francisco and the Housing Commission 
have had an official policy of racial segregation in public 
housing. By 1964 this policy had been laxed, somewhat, but 
by-in-large was still in force. 

A quick glance into the official records and history will 
even reveal resolutions at the official public level setting 
forth a clear and definitive policy of segregation and offering 
certain well worn criteria as the major excuse. 

During that time there have been some exceptions to 
the rule. A rule which divided racial groups because of the 
need for ‘“‘harmony’’ and thereby creating and sustaining and 
enforcing some of the present ghetto neighborhoods that now 
exist today in the City of San Francisco. 

One exception caused the dismissal of an official of the 
housing when it was discovered that this person, because of 
their deep beliefs and convictions, decided to ignore the 
rules. This person was about ten years too early to be prac- 
ticing racial equality. There were others, but in the main, 
both employees and commission members, as well as city 
hall, either ignored the facts of life or ‘‘played dumb.” 

When one person, too late, finally made a complaint to 
the FEPC the administration still denied that any such 
practices ever took place. The person in question later re- 
ceived a ‘‘nervous visit’? from one very worried housing 
official who found himself caught between growing public 
awareness and opposition, again too late, and a dictatorial 
housing director who was about to make this little official 
a scape goat by and by. And, as the saying goes, so another 
employee of the housing authority ‘‘bit the dust.’’ 


But on the other hand, what happened to the director? 
He was eventually replaced, but somehow retained as a 
‘consultant’? at a salary which to many smelled more like 
a “payoff’’ than being fired. 

Had many persons who have had to live and suffer in 
the ghetto that former director helped to create had their 
way, he would have gone to jail. 

As in most cases of segregation, even the bigot’s old 
doctrine of ‘‘separate but equal’? was not carried out. One 
quick glance at the black projects on the Hunters Point hill 
as compared to the same buildings in the formerly all-white 
Candlestick Cove will reveal that the latter received better 
maintenance as well as a painting. 

Some of the older residents of the previously all-white 
Sunnydale can also testify to the gradual, even today, lessen- 
ing to maintenance services as that particular project became 
integrated. 

A TOKEN FRONT 
' Just recently a new retirement residence was dedicated. 
But absent from the gaiety and fun ofan opening day were the 
‘black fronts’’ as those Negro members of the housing 
administration have been called. Such indignity is not so 
uncommon, 

There is the case of one project manager who was re- 
cently ordered to persuade the residents in his project not 
to cooperate with some EOC officials or to associate with 
tenant union organizers. For him it was not such an easy 
job, he did not really believe what he was doing, but he had 


his orders and possibly he can recall the fate of other man- - 


agers who have, by contrast, worked with the tenants and 
even helped them solve some of their problems in the face 
of administration opposition. 

One might ask, what has been the role of the housing 
commission in all this? The answer is simple, the policy of 
racial segregation has, up to 1965, had the w2:m endorse- 
ment of the San Francisco Housing Authority “cimission, 
either openly or at least passively. For, it stauds to rea- 
son, even if one commissioner were to adimi: to being 
ignorant of what was going on ‘‘is truly grounds for com- 
mitment to a mental institution,’? as one observer recently 
put it. As for what has been otherwise going on, the com- 
missioners have, according to their own records, never 
questioned the administration until only very recently. And, 
on many-items it is amazing their lack of awareness. 

With the recent renovation of the so-called ‘‘new proj- 
ects’? on the Hunters Point hill for low-income families, 
another question has come to light. Why the need for such a 
high amount of repairs? 

For instance, there are few residents of these apart- 
ments, many built within the last ten years, who have had 
major plumbing work done in them. That is, the replacement 
of facilities, pipes and so on. To this we have always known 
that by any regular standard the plumbing in these ghetto 
‘dwellings is anything but up to code. It seems that all they 
had, at that time, was to meet certain federal coes, others 
appear to have been waived or ignored. The result that 
something is always clogged up because of drain pipes that 
are too small. Materials are cheap. Heaters are poorly 
ventilated. There are no stove top-burner vents. 

One answer for the use of such cheap materials might 
be that, as it has been suggested, it is more than coincidence 
that one of the last housing commission members and head 
was a plumbing union official. The same union, and official, 
that is under fire from the U.S, Civil Rights Commission 
for racial bias.

Rumford Supporter ‘'Turncoat’’? 


Among the original supporters of the Rumford Fair Hous- 
ing Act is a Long Beach State Senator, one Joseph M, Ken- 
nick, Today he is being called a ‘‘turncoat’’ by other sup- 
porters of fair housing. 

Their reasons are simple, first, he voted a repeal bill 
out of Senate committee that was sponsored originally by 
Senator Schmitz of Orange County, an avowed John Birch 
member. Second, he voted for the measure when it was on 
the Senate floor, along with Senator Burns, a long time 
opponent of such legislation. 

Soon after the vote was known, an open letier was sent 
by a former constituent of Senator Kennick. He was ques- 
tioned as to why he should ‘‘take such a reversal on a funda- 
mental issue of human rights.’’ The letter also pointed out 
that ‘‘as human beings, minorities deserve to, and should 
get equal opportunity to rent, lease, or purchase housing 
that sis on the public market. A market that also, being 
public, has other restrictions for the total good of the 
community, such as building codes, health codes, rights 
of imminent domain and so on.” 

But to those and other points Senator Kennick gave 
little or no answer. His reply was simply that ‘‘the only 
answer to this problem is that I have a perfect right to vote 
my conscience if I do not know the conscience of the people 
who send me here (legislature).’’ 

This was very interesting in light. of other Senators 
and Assemblymen who felt the necessity to stand and vote 
in opposition to repeal of fair housing despite the rather 
strong intimidation and threats of both right wingers and 
members of the real estate industry, who by-in-large 
profit from discriminatory and segregated housing. 


Whites Are Dull

(Editor’s note: In case anybody missed it, we are here re- 
printing Mr. Harris’ classic.) 

Speaking of ‘forbidden fruit,’? as I was the other cay, 
reminded me of a conversation J had with a Negro civil rights 
leader not long ago, We got onto the subject of Negroes ‘‘in- 
vading’? white neighborhoods, 

«you know,’ he said, ‘‘one of the sadly amusing aspects 
of this whole matter of integrated housing is that the Negro, 
by and large, has absolutely no desire to live with or among 
white people.’’ 

“Then what’s all the agitation about?’’ I asked, as if I 
didn’t know, 

“It?s about two things,’ he said, ‘‘First, our RIGHT to 
live where we want to, and, second, our NEED to get some 
better housing—and the only place better is found in white 
neighborhoods,’’ 

‘eyYou mean you don’t want to move next door and even- 
tually marry my sister?’ J] asked, 

“J wouldn’t want to move at all, if our slums could-be 
rehabilitated and I knew that I had the freedom to move 
wherever J could afford it,’’ he said, ‘It?s just because most 
whites want so desperately to keep us out that we’re deter- 
mined to get in, It?s the old story of forbidden fruit—as 
soon aS we could have it, we wouldn’t want it so much.,’’ 

‘¢Why wouldn’t most Negroes want to live among whites??? 
I inquired. ‘‘Don’t you think we’re good enough?” 

«Stop ribbing me,’’ he snorted, “Frankly, the real reason 
is that we find most white people are like ostriches with their 
heads buried in the sand, They’re not with it, They kid them- 
selves about too many things—tell lies to themselves and 
their neighbors and their children about the way it really is 
in the world,”’ 

“«you mean we deceive ourselves about life more than 
Negroes do??? / 

‘you know it,?? he said. «Whites like to think of the 
world as being all manicured lawns and outdoor barbecues 
and everybody sitting happily infront of the color TV watching 
Walt Disney shows—but man, that’s not the waythe world is, 
not more than five per cent of it,’ 

“So we’re not realistic enough for you,’’ I said, ‘What 
else?”’ 

‘sWell,’? he went on, ‘another reason we wouldn’t care 
to live among you whites__given our druthers——is that, 
frankly, you’re pretty dull, Fact is, most of you are con- 
Stipated, You talk tight, you walk tight, you think tight, you 
feel tight, It?s just a drag spending a lot of time with you,?? 

“J guess it is conceit,’’ | said, ‘‘we whites imagining 
you want to live among us because we’re so attractive and 
desirable. Somehow I’ve never looked at it that way before,’’ 

‘Naturally not,’? he nodded, «But take another look at 
that unmarried sister of yours and ask yourself why Pd want 
to give up the swingers in my neighborhood for a stick like 
her.”’ 


Senator Kennick did go on further to clarify himself 
as to one possible motive for voting for the repeal of fair 
housing. He explained that in his district the vote for Propo- 
sition 14 (since ruled unconstitutional) ‘‘was 80% for and 
only 20% against.” 

Therefore the question is raised, just what does the 
Senator mean by ‘‘conscience’’? Although he claims to not 
know the conscience of the people he represents, which is 
in itself an interesting revelation, he does answer that 
“the only question I have to ask myself is who am I repre- - 
senting? The answer is obvious.” 

To that an old Assembly colleague remarked, ‘Well, 
if a great majority of his district told him to beat black 
people or just in general make their life miserable, I RUB 
pose we know the answer.” 

To many original fair housing supporters, and the 
Senator’s former constituent, the whole matter apRear es to 
also be ‘obvious’. 

As one person put it, ‘‘He is no more than just a ’fair 
weather liberal’.’? He went on, ‘‘By this we mean that when . 
things were ‘safe’ the legislator was willing to support fair 
housing and give lip service to the principles of human 
rights, but when things get hot, then we have the difference 


between someone who is just playing the old game of cheap ... 


political expediency and the otherwise person who might 
have displayed some real statesmanship.’’ 

Senator Kennick’s district also includes a large sec- 
tion of ghetto in central and west Long Beach. Whereas the 
so-called better sections of north, east and south Long Beach 
and Lakewood are kept white through residential segregation.

Who Starts What? 


The very warm days after the now celebrated ‘‘Playland 
incidents’? could have suddenly become very hot here in 
Hunters Point and possibly elsewhere. The very fact that 
they did not has little to do with either the weather changing 
or our so-called ‘‘law enforcement” here in San Francisco. 

What, by all stretches of the imagination, should have 
been nothing but a-minute and passing incident took place 
in the Bayview district on that following Monday afternoon. 
It was, in fact, so insignificant that no one really knows 
for sure what did actually happen. 

But, sometime after three that afternoon a news broad- 
cast went out that close to a ‘‘near riot”? was in the process 
of happening in the Bayview-Hunters Point area. And sure 
enought the streets were suddenly crawling with loaded squad 
cars. As far, at that time, as could be made out, someone 
had called in an alarm on the basis of one youngster having 
accidentally broken a window.. 

But unfortunafely such an outburst of uncontrolled emo- 
tionalism by the person who made the report to the police 
about what they thought, or wanted to think, was not first 
investigated in any sort of a judicious manner. No definite 
verification, according to one station officer, was ever made, 
And before he knew it cars were heading toward the area 
of Hunters Point with ‘‘eager’’ passengers. 

But squad cars, two and three-wheel motorcycles were 
not the only vehicles that came into the area to look for what- 
ever it is they were looking for. Thepress and more exactly, 
TV wagons showed up in great number. One even from an LA 
station (that had been here since the previous day’s events 
but was ordered to stay around for more ‘‘trouble’’). 

Like hungry vultures, they were ready to pounce on any- 
thing with their cameras. The TV men had to be asked on 


more than one occasion to restrain themselves, by local 


community workers who were well aware that their presence 
had been previously to blame for not only ‘‘distorting and 
blowing up’’ events but nursing them to more bitter ends 
for their needed sensation and extra copy. 

Get out of here; go home you black-ass!’?? This was 
what one young and very bewildered young lady got from an 
angry man in blue soon after the first patrol car moved into 
the area just around the Community Center where she and 
other girls were standing, just having gotten off the bus from 
school, 

From that point it was all local community workers and 
other residents could do to keep the yough ‘‘cool”? who were 
being suddenly confronted without, it seemed, any cause by 
policemen looking for something. It was even later reported 
that one officer sprayed something at another youth. But 
fortunately and to their credit, the youth of Bayview- 
Hunters Point remained relatively calm through it all. 

Local authorities meanwhile were attempting to contact 
the Chief and other officials to call off the large number of 
officers and squad cars which were only, at that point, tend- 
ing to ‘‘stir things up and provoke somebody.” 

Fortunately for all concerned things came out all right, 


despite the false reports given that night and into the next 


day over the news media. 

But next time, how fortunate are we going to be? 

After last September it seems some people have not 
learned anything downtown. 

The color of blue needn’t provoke anybody. Possibly 

- some day we can all come to see more admiration and re- 

spect for them, but not under such circumstances as has been 
seen, 

The picture of official law enforcement rushing around 
a community armed with ready billy clubs in full view of 
mainly bewildered youth and other residents is almost more 
humorous than it is just downright tragic.

Real Estate Myth 


Not normally satisfied with a percent of the sale, 
padded closing costs and whatever else they can squeeze, 
the ‘whiter than thou’ real estate man is again, through his 
statewide organization, clamoring for the demise of any 
sort of fair housing legislation that slows down his chances 
of making a profit off of the ghetto which he and his cohorts 
alone are so responsible for creating and sustaining. 

If ever there was a good symbol of a bigoted parasite, 
the real estate man best fits the bill, Unfortunately he has 
also acquired, in California, the title of the All American 
Boy Who Makes Good. 

He and his ilk have beencapable of bringing out the worst 
in white Americans, who by their votes in California or 
rocks in Ilinois played to his special tune of hate and fear. 

Just recently the state leader of the CREA pledged 
further pressure on the legislature until his kind get their 
selfish way. Again we hear the same lies, the same myths. 
(The CREA has a long history of policy of segregation.) 
We are told fantastic tales of what the Rumford Act is capable 
of doing, yet there is not one case of such known harass- 


ment. In 1964 they lied concerning the very makeup of their - 


Proposition 14, they also lied as to its constitutionality. 

The pathetic fact is that two-thirds of the white public 
listen and believe and live these same lies, And we ask you, 
what other sensible person of any race, creed or color would 
really want to live next to ‘‘them people’? anyway? 


If white men wearing the insignia of the National Rifle 
Association were to have recently walked into the chambers 
of the California Legislature one can almost be sure that the 
shock, if any, would have been different. In fact, the entire 
reaction would have been different. 

The NRA in an editorial through their own publication 
has already gone so far as to support certain vigilanty 
actions on the part of ‘‘those American citizens who are 
threatened by the rising violence in our cities.’’ The article 
went further to give recommendations which any reason- 
able thinking citizen would reject as necessary ina democracy, 
and such that really did nothing but play on the ignorant 
fears of fellow Americans, 

But in Sacramento it was not white, but black men who 
were carrying guns. And those violent reactions from a

Had a group of black men, such as the Black Panthers 
ever attempted to walk into that church or elsewhere, they 
would have not been as well protected. 

It appears that guns are ‘‘ok’’ for whites only.

W hite Ghetto 


—All Is Not So Golden.... 

Although workers and students of the inter-city ghettoes 
have for years been telling the world about the racial ghetto— 
its ills, the effect it has on persons, politics, and so on— 
those aren’t the only pockets of fenced-in tyranny. More 
specifically in mind is the new emergence of the “white 
ghetto’’, that usually suburban community which lies minutes 
or more distance from our large metropolitan centers. 

The white ghettoes are not quite the same as the old 
bedrood communities. They are more complex, andcertainly, 
in many ways, more independent of the city they live off of. 
Their dependency, on the other hand, is characterized by 
the early morning and late afternoon commuters who file in 
and out of the city. Commuters whose only concern is some 
sort of mode of income and good transportation, with a 
marked preference for speed. 

But even though the commuter passes through the city, 
he is obviously shielded from the inter-city ghettoes. Anyway, 
he could not care less. The miserable inhabitants of such 
ghettoes are only to be used as the brunt of some rude 
joke, an off color swear, or to sustain their own code of 
white supremacy. 

On the other hand, what the white suburbanite comes 
home to at night bears some similarity to some of the char- 
acteristics of the ghetto. Here much of reality is turned inside 
out to insure that the inhabitant is well protected from the 
world outside. Often their nearest touch with the real world 
is through the TV. But, this being the group across the 
country that by-in-large rates the TV programming manages 
to use even the most mundane events of the news in a way 
which least affects them. Their average opinions control 
such programming into the area of oversimplification where 
all or any anxieties, cares or concernes for what goes on 
*‘out there somewhere’’ are worked out through pleasant 
ending melodramas that are the height of absurd fantasy. 
Is much more bearable to follow the almost real characters 
of some continuing drama than really keep up with the real 
‘*blood and guts”? issues of day-to-day news. 

One of the most harmful acts of exclusion in the white 
ghetto, outside of its racial segregation, is the denial, 
especially for children, of the freedom of differences. 
_ Differences not just in terms of racial aspects, which are 
hardly ever taught with even the remotest amount of respect, 
but merely the right to be different. 

The child is apt never to meet a black child or an 
underprivileged individual. The tendency is to see that each 
and every child is to fit into a mold of strict conformity. 
They are thereby also insulated from any life different 
from their own little white world. 

At an extremely early age a complex set of prejudices 
began to appear. Teachers who confront these children are 
more apt to bypass such ugly aspects, never, for fear of their 
own well being, to deal directly with the problems. 


SNCC Support 


THE MOVEMENT, a radical monthly newspaper pub- 
lished here, has repudiated reports made in the NEW YORK 
TIMES and ATLANTA CONSTITUTION that it has severed 
connections with the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Com- 
mittee, 

A front-page story in the TIMES, May 7, claimed that 
THE MOVEMENT had ‘disassociated” itself from SNCC, 
and implied that this came about over a disagreement over 
Black Power. In a column in the CONSTITUTION, Ralph 
McGill made a similar charge, using the alleged «dis- 
association’? as proof that SNCC had lost its student and 
white backing. 

“These claims are false,” says Terence Cannon of 
THE MOVEMENT, ‘We fully support everything that SNCC 
‘Stands for: its programs and philosphy.”’ 
stands for; its programs and philosophy.’ 

In a letter to the TIMES, May 22, signed by Stokely 
Carmichael and Terence Cannon, this relationship was re- 
affirmed, ‘THE MOVEMENT ‘supports fully the Black Power 
philosophy of SNCC,?? the letter says. ‘It is one of the few 
newspapers in the country that gives without distortion the 
views of the Black Liberation Movement, It is one of the 
few that SNCC respects enough to give information that it 
cannot trust with the American Press,?? 

The Bay Area Friends of SNCC, a predominately white 
group, strongly supports the statements of SNCC opposing 
the Vietnamese War and the draft, The group is planning 
action in the Bay Area to implement these SNCC programs,

Take, for instance, the moral imperative that.is taught 
from the cradle on; ‘smart versus dumb, rich versus poor, 
black versus white, clean versus dirty, good versus evil, 
right versus wrong, Christian versus Non-Christian,’ and 
so on. Such dichotomies, that is, direct opposites are seen 
as strict reality. Here there are few gray areas. And sucha 
world vision by the age of their teens becomes so distorted 
with the obvious ambiguities which just do not match their 
very simple thinking that rebellion or complete sublimation 
and withdrawal is the likelyhood, Take, for instance, the case 
of rebellion. The overwhelming majority of the so-called 
Hippies come from such an environment. Before them, to 
some of the same degree, the so-called Beat Generation 
also came. 

NOT SO PERFECT 

Residing in the city one often gets the idea that suburbia 
with its nice lawns, manicured schools, complete shopping 
centers, total recreation and entertainment is completely 
content. As illustrated, quite the opposite is more often the 
case, 
During the Watts outbreaks the amount of actual fear 
and anxiety generated by persons living five, ten and more 
miles from that Los Angeles ghetto was of a nature much 
more dangerous than could often be found within. Watts 
itself. What actually went on during the three days of small 
outbreaks in Hunters Point and what was otherwise blown- 
up in the press and elsewhere is even a more clear-cut case 
in point. One which few persons, if anybody, would challenge. 

But, in the case of Watts, besides the rash of purchases 
of firearms, there were dozens of unprovoked attacks on all 
non-white persons who had all the right in the world to be in 
these white ghetoes. 

The great variance to reality can be seen in a recent 
group of interviews taken of suburbanites for a description 
and state of things going on, so to speak, in certain areas 
of San Francisco. There were hundreds of self-appointed 
authorities on the Haight-Ashbury, Tenderloin, Hunters 
Point, and so on. Their stories are literally beyond good 
taste. And despite this you can delve a little further and 
discover that these same persons have never visited any of 
the above mentioned places, or would they ever want to. 

TURNED ON THEMSELVES 

But as all is not well elsewhere, quite a bit of this 
world of anxiety tends to turn in on itself. In Orange County 
in Southern California, for instance, the citizens fight from 
election to election and recall or replace persons who might 
just prove not to be conservative enough. Fighting such ‘‘com- 
mie schemes’’ as floridation and mental health. The plight 
and circumstance of the poor is always relegated to the level 
of some divine plan and not their business. 

Future city planning is more often hard to come by in 
suburbia. Mainly because of the added tax responsibilities 
some communities by whim rather than reason will cut off 
needed flood control, school, street or sewer improvements. 
The resulting reaction to some future crisis is then blamed 
on the political power in control who may have given the 
initial warnings. 5

The experts all agree that there is absolutely nothing 
that a girl can do after having sex that will undo what is 
already done, There are people who claim that they can 
give a shot to a girl, but they are taking advantage of your 
fears, taking your money and promising help that is com- 
pletely useless, and may cause you a great deal of harm 
besides, Many women still think that they can wash them- 
selves with douches to avoid getting pregnant, but they don’t 
realize that there are thousands of sperm entering her body 
during sex intercourse and it would be impossible for a 
douche to reach them. This is a highly unreliable way to 
practice birth control. 

To avoid pregnancy you must protect yourself before you 
have sex so that the male sperm cannot fertilize the ovum in 
your body. Planned Parenthood can instruct you in the very 
best ways to protect yourself, Andas you are not yet 18 years 
old, you should bring with you a note from one of your 
parents or guardian giving their consent, I realize that some 
teenagers find it hard to talk to their parents about such

Many women don’t know that going to a doctor just as soon 
as they discover they are pregnant is just about the smartest 
thing they can do, 

Remember that your baby is made out of you and its 
father, If you are both healty your baby is having the best 
start, And taking the pill will not affect your health, so you 


can take the pill without worry.

For many decades responsible juvenile workers and the 
youth themselves have questioned the obvious lack of rights, 
civil rights, accorded juveniles. 


The decision sets for the following ‘‘safeguards:’’ 
right of counsel; right to confront and cross-examine com- 
plainants and other witnesses; a timely notice of charges 
against defendants; and the adequate warning of the privilege 
against self-incrimination and the right to remain silent. 


In the opinion by Justice Fortas, ‘‘neither the 14th 
Amendment nor the Bill of Rights is for adults only,” 


How the decision will affect local juvenile matters is 
still up for question according to many. The SF Board of 
Supervisors has finally agreed to a long demanded investiga- 
tion of the Youth Guidance Center and other juvenile pro- 
cedures of the Juvenile Court. But many doubts and questions 
still remain. 


There are reports coming into such areas as Hunters 
Point that youth and their parents are still being harassed 
by procedures and actions that, as parents and others claim, 
question as to whether such rights are being now or ever 
accorded local youth. 


_ One complaint is that all juvenile problems appear to 
be handled through one source and end which leaves ‘‘no 
question that some act as both judge and jury and jailkeeper 
when it comes to the youth.”? 


Another problem occurs between the school authorities 
and the Youth Guidance Center. That is, youth being taken 
directly from school, interrogated, without consulting the — 
parents, interned and so on, for one example. As a pathetic 
result many parents only hear of the matter afterwards, ~ 
thereby being deprived, along with the youth, of many rights.

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What’s Legal Aide 
Public Defender?-

Our present concept of a Public Defender and a Legal 
Aide Society was probably undergoing birth pains in the pastoral 
setting of Runnymede as early as the thirteenth century. His- 
tory tells us that fat barons of England forced King John, in 
the year 1215, to issue a great charter guaranteeing certain 
liberties to all the people. 

That historic document was codified June 12th of that 
year and has since served as the midwife to many similar 
documents purporting to preserve the freedom and dignity of 
man, 

It has been claimed that the Magna Charter does not 
deserve this unique place in history; that ancient Greece and 
Rome were practicing its tenets when Europe was a howling 
wilderness rent by the War of Roses, There can be no quarrel 
with the notion that the ideas reached their zenith when they 
became the fifth, sixth and fourteenth Amendments of the 
Constitution of the United States, 

To give practical meaning to these constitutional safe- 
guards, the state of California passed enabling legislation in 
1921, thus paving the way for our Public Defender’s Office. 
It was not until February, 1955, that the office could ‘¢repre- 
sent defendants in misdemeanor cases, as well as in felony 
casés,’? 

The legal Aide Society, as early as 1916, began making 
free legal advice the cornerstone of their privately financed 
organization, Many affluent barristers today make financial 
contributions to the Society that humanizes their profession, 
It is five years older than the Public Defender’s Office and 
could have been a motivating force for the California elec- 
torate to adopt the City Charter under which the Public 
Defender has worked since 1932, 

The common allegation that both agencies are wont to 
urge a plea.of guilty for their defendants, is categorically 
denied by heads of both-local groups. As an elected public 
servant, the Public Defender must see that every defendant 
‘treceives every protection of the law to which he is justly 
entitled,?? This is also the obligation of the Legal Aide 
counsel, 

The very existence of these agencies would seem to 
reflect the increasing zealousness in the protection of indi- 
vidual freedom—a natural concommitant in a social democ- 
racy such as ours,

‘A TIP ON HOW TO FIGURE DOLLAR COST OF CREDIT 


1. Multiply the amount of the monthly payment by the 
number of months payments are to be made. 

2. Subtract from that total the amount financed (that is 
cash price less downpayment). The difference will be the 
dollar cost of credit. 


EXAMPLE: A bedroom set costs $300.00 and can be 
purchased by making a $12.00 downpayment and 12 monthly 
payments of $25.92.

‘*A reverse minstrel show 
in whiteface’’ is the author‘s 
description of Day of Absence, 
the brilliantly satirical one- 
act play with which the Ald- 
ridge Players West, San Fran- 
cisco’s first Negro repertory 
group, opens this Friday 
evening, May 19, at the YWCA 
Center, 1830 Sutter St., inSan 
Francisco, 


Day of Absence will be seen 
on the West Coast for the 
first time; its author, the 
young Negro - playwright 
Douglas Turner Ward, was 
awarded the New York critics’ 
first prize, the “OBIE,” for 
Absence as_ the best off- 


_ Broadway drama of 1966, Its 


framework is one day ina 
U,S,Southern town in which the 
total Negro population dis- 
appears, causing hysteria and 
panic among the whites -- 


played by Negro aztors in 
chalk-white makeup, a switch 
from the burat cork of the 
minstrel show, 


On ‘he same bill, in alight- 
er but no less biting vein, 
is Ward’s Happy Ending, which 
spoofs Negro domes:ics who 
cleveriy exploit their Cau- 
casian employers, Life re- 
viewer Tom Prideaux de- 
seribed the two plays approach 
as ‘*brash and satiric, a gust 
of fresh air among racial 
plays... that doesn’t purport 
to solve any problems but 
nonetheless has the effect-- 


‘‘Here’s the rag you used to 
wax the car with -- don’t it 
bring back fond memories?

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Neighbor’s Plea 


Presently on the Hunters Point hill, two Day Care 
centers are being built. But unhappily for the many residents 
and members of the local war on poverty staff assisting in 
the work, there is one great drawback and hinderance. The 
hinderance being, VANDALISM, 

This is vandalism that has greatly alarmed the neighbors 
in the area who look to the day when their children and others 
can make use of the centers. And, to their way of thinking, 
“every act of nuisance or vandalism is just one more day, 
week or month that the center will be delayed.’ 


Navy Point Dilemma 


Recently the U.S, Navy announced that they are taking 
over the Navy Point area ofthe Hunters Point housing project. 
The lease to the city runs out on the 13th of December, 1967. 

According to their spokesmen, ‘‘about 200 enlisted fam- 
ily units’? will be built, The SF Housing Authority is also 
notifying tenants as to when they must relinquish their apart- 
ments in the southeastern section of the temporary project. 

One immediate problem over the next six months will be 
relocation. One housing source assures the community that 
all tenants will be given ample opportunity to find housing 
elsewhere in other projects. There are about 100 families 
now living in this section of the project. 

The other matter is the location of the present war on 
poverty district office (#1) at 183 Navy Road. Obviously if 
the Navy’s plans do go through there will be a need to secure 
another office and plans for another child care center for 
that area will have to be elsewhere or scrapped.

““Pm sick and tired of the vandalism around our apart- 
ments,’”? was the comment of one harassed resident. ‘It’s so 
a body eannot even leave the hill or the apartment and not 
expect that someone will not break in.” 

Like many of her neighbors this particular resident 
would not. let her name be used or her picture be taken, 
She put it in no uncertain terms that she was scared of 
reprisals. Her neighbors agreed. 

There seems to be a great deal of sadness over the lack 
of good control and discipline of those ‘‘youngsters who have 
been making all the mischief. They probably represent only 
a small group, but their bad acts reflect on all our youth and 
deprive many mothers with younger children a needed child 
care service.’ 


MATTHEW JOHNSON PARK? 

But there is a more important problem arising out of 
the Navy’s plans. Close to the location of the poverty office 
in question is the site of the proposed (not temporarily set 
up) park in the vicinity of Matthew Johnson’s murder of 
last September. 

Sources which wish to remain fairly unknown have been 
willing to landscape and construct a park in the area. Yet 
here again the problem is the U.S. Navy. At the present 
time they appear to be willing, so it seems, to see a park 
rise, but the question remains, for whom? 

Residents in the area are already aware of the cold 
fence that separates military housing from the rest of the 
Hunters Point community. A fence which appears to go further 
than guard against any so-called military secrets. That is, 
one which segregates. 

The question here arises, will a new fence be extended 
to cut off a part of Navy Road and down Griffith, enclosing 
not just more residents apart from each other but also taking 
the site of the Matthew Johnson Park? Apark which has already 
been dedicated by some very serious and ernest citizens 
who are not going to take any possible action lightly. On the 
other hand, will the U.S. Navy suddenly open their resi- 
dential gates to the rest of the community in Hunters Point, 
an action that could lead to only positive community benefit?
